Please read these precautions before op- 
erating this player, 

■ AC cord and AC adaptor protection 

To avoid any malfunctions of the player, 
and to protect against electric shock, fire 
or persona! injury, please observe the fol- 
lowing: 

©Use only the AC adaptor provided. 

®Do not use the player above the estab- 
lished ratings of the AC outlet and 
power distributor or do not supply an 
AC voltage outside the 100-240 V 
range. 

•Hold the plug firmly when connecting 
or disconnecting the AC cord. 

•Do not connect or disconnect the AC 
cord when your hands are wet. 

• Keep the AC cord and AC adaptor 
away from heating appliances. 

•Never put any heavy object on the AC 
cord and AC adaptor. 

• Do not attempt to repair or recon- 
struct the AC cord and AC adaptor in 
any way. 

•Remove dust, dirt, etc. on the plug at 
regular intervals. 

•If liquids or foreign objects have been 
spilled into the player or AC adaptor, 
set the player to the standby mode 
and disconnect the AC cord. 

•If the player has been dropped or oth- 
erwise damaged, set the player to the 
standby mode and disconnect the AC 
cord. 

•If smoke, malodors or noises are emit- 
ted from the player or AC adaptor, set 
the player to the standby mode and 
disconnect the AC cord. 

•If the case of the AC adaptor or the AC 
cord is damaged, set the player to the 
standby mode and disconnect the AC 
cord. 

• If the AC adaptor is not going to be 
used for a long time, disconnect the 
AC cord for safety. 



• Do not touch the plug, the AC adaptor, 
battery pack or the metal part of the 
player during a thunderstorm. 

• Do not scratch or mark the AC adap- 
tor, AC cord and power plug, rework 
them, place them in proximity to a 
heating appliance, forcibly bend them, 
twist them, pull them, place heavy ob- 
jects on top of them, bunch them to- 
gether with other wires or units, or put 
a cloth over them. 

•Insert the power plug securely until its 
prongs are completely housed inside

B Placement 

Avoid placing the player or AC adaptor in 
areas of: 

•direct sunlight or heating radiators, or 
closed automobiles 

•high temperature (over 35°C) or high hu- 
midity (over 90%) 

•excessive dust or oily smoke 

•vibration, impact or where the surface is 
tilted 

•in a poorly ventilated location 

as the internal parts may be seriously 

damaged. 

SB No fingers or other objects inside 

•Touching internal parts of this player is 
dangerous, and may cause serious dam- 
age to the player. Do not attempt to dis- 
assemble the player. 

•Do not put any foreign object inside the 
player or AC adaptor. 

•Do not insert metal or inflammable ob- 
jects inside the player or AC adaptor. 

•Take care not to catch your fingers when 
you close the inner cover. 
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M To avoid injuries from accidents 
caused by inattention, do not use 
this player in the front seat of a mov- 
ing vehicle, or when walking. 

H Keep away from water and magnets. 

• Keep the player or AC adaptor away 
from flower vases, tubs, sinks, etc. If liq- 
uids are spilled into the player or AC 
adaptor, serious damage could occur. 

•Keep magnetic objects such as speak- 
ers, at a distance from this player. 

M Do not use cracked or warped discs. 

M Do not use the car's cigarette lighter 
socket to supply power to the player. 
•Doing so may cause a malfunction. 

TOo not position your eyes near the 
lens, and do not look at the laser 
light. 

•Doing so may be harmful to your vision. 

B Do not operate the player for an ex- 
tended period of time on your lap, 
etc. 

•When this player is used for an extended 
period of time, the bottom of the player 
can become hot enough to cause minor 
burns. 



B If there is noise interference on the 
TV while a broadcast is being re- 
ceived 

Depending on the reception condition of 
the TV, interference may appear on the TV 
screen while you are watching a TV broad- 
cast and the player is left on. This is not a 
malfunction of the player or the TV. To 
watch a TV broadcast, set the player to 
the standby mode. 

M When installing the player 
•Avoid shelves and other high locations. 
©Place the player in a horizontal position, 
and do not place anything heavy on it. 

M When operating the player 

•Do not expose the player to the sprays 
from volatile insecticides, etc. (Doing so 
may deform the external cabinet or 
cause the paint to peel off.) 

• Do not push the LCD screen downward, 
especially using an object with a pointed 
end. 

•After the player is used for many hours, 
the surface of the player or AC adaptor 
becomes hot; this is normal, not a mal- 
function. 

•Do not touch the pickup unit (the lens in 
particular) inside the inner cover with 
your hands or other objects. (Doing so 
may cause a malfunction.) 

•Do not insert objects into the opening 
hole area of the pickup unit. (Doing so 
may cause a malfunction.) 

• Do not push the inner cover downward 
during playback. (Doing so may damage 
the disc inside.) 

•Do not subject the player to impact dur- 
ing playback. (Doing so may damage the 
disc inside.) 

•Do not set the player down on a sofa for 
operation. (Doing so may increase the 
temperature inside the player and cause 
damage to the player.) 



M When using the player outdoors 

•Do not use the player in areas where it 
may get wet. (If the player gets wet, it 
may be damaged.) 

•Do not use the player in sandy or dusty 
locations (such as a beach). (Sand and 
dust may find their way inside the player 
and cause a malfunction.) 

H Condensation 

Moisture may form on the lens in the fol- 
lowing conditions... 

• immediately after a heater has been 
turned on. 

• in a steamy or very humid room, 
•when the player is moved from a cold en- 
vironment to a warm one. 

If moisture forms inside this player, it may 
not operate properly. In this case, turn on 
the power and wait about 1 to 2 hours for 
the moisture to evaporate. 

■ When bringing the player on board 
an aircraft 

•The eiectromagnetic waves emitted by 
the player may interfere with the aircraft's 
instruments. Follow the instructions given 
by the flight attendants. 

H When bringing the player into a hos- 
pital 

•The electromagnetic waves emitted by 
the player may interfere with the medical 
equipment in the hospital. Follow the in- 
structions given by the medical person- 
nel. 



ne psayer inside a car 
©Do not use the car's cigarette lighter 
socket to supply power to the player. 
(Doing so may cause a malfunction.) 
®The exclusive battery pack [included or 
optional (model No. DY-DB50EX)] must 
always be used. (See pages 17 and 18.) 
®Do not leave the player in areas of ex- 
tremely high temperature (over approx. 
60°C) such as inside of the car in hot 
summer or in the car trunk or of extreme- 
ly low temperature (under approx. 
-10°C). (Doing so may cause the outer 
case deformation, or adversely affect 
battery pack performance and quality.)

®To conserve power, set the player to the 
standby mode, and disconnect the AC 
adaptor from the AC outlet. (Even when 
the player is set to the standby mode, 
power equivalent to about 2.0 W will be 
consumed unless the AC adaptor is dis- 
connected.) 
»Be sure to close the inner cover. (Dust 
may attach to the lens or other parts, 
which may cause a malfunction.) 



When moving or transporting the 



•When moving the player, remove the 
disc if one is inside, and disconnect the 
AC adaptor and other cords. 

©When transporting the player for reloca- 
tion, place the player in its original pack- 
ing carton. 

®Do not drop the player or bump it into ob- 
jects when moving or transporting it. 



Do not place the player on amplifiers 
or other equipment which may 
become hot. 
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H Handling precautions 

©Hold the disc by the edges so the sur- 
face will not be soiled with fingerprints. 
Fingerprints, dirt and scratches can 
cause skipping and distortion. 




• Do not write on the label side with a ball- 
point pen or other writing instruments. 

• Do not use record cleaning" sprays, ben- 
zine, thinner, static electricity prevention 
liquids or any other solvent. 

•Be careful not to drop or bend the disc. 

•Do not install more than 1 disc. 

•Do not try to close the inner cover when 

the disc is not installed properly. 
•Be sure to store the disc in its exclusive 

case when not in use. 

M If the surface is soiled 

Wipe gently with a soft, damp (water only) 
cloth. 

When wiping discs, always move the cloth 
from the center hole toward the outer 
edge. 

(If you wipe the discs using a circular mo- 
tion, circular scratches are likely to occur, 
which will cause noise.) 




ffl fmproper disc storage 

You can damage discs if you store them in 
the following places: 
•Areas exposed to direct sunlight 
• Humid or dusty areas 
•Areas directly exposed to a heat outlet or 
heating appliance 




• Be sure to press and hold STOP (□) to 
set the player to the standby mode and 
disconnect the AC adaptor before main- 
taining the player. 

•Wipe this player with a dry, soft cloth. 
If the surfaces are extremely dirty, wipe 
clean with a cloth which has been dipped 
in a weak soap-and-water solution and 
wrung out thoroughly, and then wipe 
again with a dry cloth. 

•Never use alcohol, benzine, thinner, 
cleaning fluid or other chemicals. And do 
not use compressed air to remove dust. 

M Maintenance of the lens 

• If dust is attached to the lens, remove 
dust carefully with an air blower for cam- 
era lenses. 

Be careful not to touch the lens with your 
fingers. 




•Wipe the LCD screen with a dry, soft 
cloth. 

• Drops of water spilled on the LCD screen 
may cause discoloration: wipe them dry 
immediately. 



M !f the disc is brought from a cold to a 
warm environment, moisture may 
form on the disc 

Wipe this moisture off with a soft, dry, lint- 
free cloth before using the disc.

H Service iife of the battery 

•The button-type battery (Lithium battery) normally lasts for about one year although this 
depends on how often, and for what operations, the remote control unit is used. 

• If the remote control unit fails to work even when it is operated near the player, replace 
the battery. 

•Use CR2025 battery. 





• Keep the button-type battery out of 

the reach of children. 
•Make sure you insert the battery with its 

poles aligned. 
•Do not attempt to recharge, short-circuit, 

disassemble, heat or throw the battery 

into a fire. 

•Wipe away any electrolyte leaking inside 
the remote control unit, and install new 
battery. 

•If any electrolyte should come into con- 
tact with parts of your body, wash it off 
thoroughly with water. 



Remote control signal sensor 
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•Do not drop, step on or otherwise impact the remote control unit. This may damage the 
parts or lead to malfunction. 

• If the remote control unit is not going to be used for a long time, remove the battery. 
Otherwise, electrolyte may leak which may lead, not only to malfunction, but also, to 
burns if contact is made with the electrolyte. 

• Do not point bright lights at the remote control sensor. 

• Do not place objects between the remote control unit and the remote control sensor. 
•Do not use this remote control unit while simultaneously operating the remote control 

unit of any other equipment.

The MPEG 2 standard adopted for DVD 
uses the following 3 picture types for the 
coding of each picture (frame) on the 
screen. 



This is the standard picture type, and 
each picture is coded separately. Since it 
features the best picture quality, it is rec- 
ommended that the screen be frozen with 
l-Picture when the picture quality is to be 
adjusted. 

P: P-Picture (Predictive coded picture) 

This picture type is computed on the 
basis of a past l-Picture or P-Picture. 
B: B-Picture (Bidirectionally-predictive 
coded picture) 

This picture type is computed by compar- 
ing the previous and subsequent l-Picture 
or P-Picture. It has the lowest volume of 
information.

The digital audio output connector (opti- 
cal) converts electrical signals into optical 
signals and transfers them to the amplifi- 
er. Consequently, it has a number of fea- 
tures including its immunity from electrical 
interference from external sources and its 
ability to prevent the generation of noise 
and its minimal effect on the external en- 
vironment. 



Doiby Digital (AC-3) is a digital sound 
compression technique developed by the 
Dolby Laboratories, Inc.

Dolby Pro Logic Surround decoder 



This is a unit which uses the Dolby 
Surround (Pro Logic) system to restore 
4-channel signals which were recorded 
on 2 channels back to the signals of 
4 separate channels during playback. 
Compared with Dolby Digital (AC-3)/ 
5.1 channel surround sound, the channel 
separation is not as good and surround 
signals can be reproduced only up to a 
frequency of 7 kHz. 



dts (digital theater systems) 



The digital theater systems (dts) is a 5.1- 
channel surround sound system, which is 
widely used in movie theaters around the 
world, it allows the bit rate to be in- 
creased in order to provide good sound 
quality without excessively compressing 
the data. 



Linear PCM audio (LPCM) 



This refers to a signal recording format 
used in a CD. 

While a CD is recorded in 44.1 kHz/16 bit, 
a DVD is recorded in 48 kHz/16 bit up to 
96 kHz/24 bit, thus achieving higher quali- 
ty audio than that of a CD.
